FLUID  MILK  FRIGES   IN  CITY  VARKFTS 

''FOR'  JANUARY  1949  '  '  . 

Reported  changes  in  fluid  milk  prices  at  producer  and  retail  levels  early  in  .January 
were  confined  almost  entirely-  to'  the-  northeastern  part  of  the  country t  .  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  reported  today-    The  price  changes  at  retail  were  downward 
with  hut  .one  exception,     producer  prices-  in  many  markets  also  declined,  hut  in  some 
markets  where  substantial  declines  in  Class  I  prices  occurred  late  last  fall  some 
increases  from  December  levels,  occurred..    Elsewhere  in  the  country*  retail  and  pro- 
ducer prices  carried  over  largely  unchanged  from  December  levels,,     Wholesale  prices 
of  butter,  cheese,  and  evaporated  milk  declined  .somewhat:  during  the  first  two  weeks 
in  January.    Milk  production  on  farms  in  the  United  States  during  December  xi&s 
3  percent  larger  than  during  December  1947. 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  major  cities'  early  in  January 
averaged  21.2  cents  per  quart,'  two-tenths  of  a  cent  lower  than  in  December,  but 
eight-tenths  of  a  cent  higher  than  in  January  1940,     The  decline  in  this  average 
price  reflects  lower  producer  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  large  city  markets 
located  chiefly  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  coimtry,    Last  month  rs  decline  in 
this  average  price  stemmed  chiefly  from  lower  producer  prices  in  the  East  and  West 
North  Central  areas..    About  one  market  in  every  six  reporting  indicated  a  reduction 
in  the  retail  price..  ■ 

At  $5.17  per  hundredweight,  the  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I 
milk  of  3,5  percent  butterfat  content  early  in  January  was  eight  cents  per  hundred- 
weight below  the  revised  December  average  and  eight  cents  per  hundredweight  above 
the  average  for  January  1948,    Average  milk  dealers-  buying  prices  in  six  of  the 
nine  geographic  areas  vere  either  unchanged  or  only  slightly  different  from  those  of 
last  month.    Average  dealers1  buying  prices  in  the  New  England  and  Middle  Atlantic 
areas  were  substantially  lower  Chan  in  December,,    Dealers'  buying  prices  were  lower 
also,  but  not  markedlys  in  the  East  North  Central  area,    The  seasonally  varying  price 
plan  in  operation  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  market  was  chiefly  responsible  for  the  lower 
average  dealers'  buying  price  in  the  Mountain  area* 

Widespread  price  reductions  at  both  producer  and  retail  levels  occurred  on  January  1 
in  parts  of  the  New  England  area.     The  Boston,  Lowell-Lawrence  and  Fall  River,  Mass- 
markets  experienced  a  seasonal  decline  of  44  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Class  I 
price  under  the  formulas  contained  in  their  respective  Federal  Orders.    Milk  -prices 
at  producer  and  retail  levels  in  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  and  Vermont  markets  generally 
followed  suit  under  orders  issued  by  the  milk  control  boards  in  these  States.  In 
the  Portland,  Maine.market  the  producer  price  for  Class  I  milk  declined  44  cents  per 
hundredweight  and  retail  prices  declined  one  cent  per  quart,,     In  the  Augusta  market , 
the  producer  price  declined  22  cents  per  hundredweight  and  the  retail  price  declined 
one-half  cent  per  quart.  '  price  reductions  were  ordered  in  thirty-nine  other  con- 
trolled markets  throughout  the  State.     In  New  Hampshire,  the  Manchester  and  Nashua 
markets  reported  a  price  reduction  of  44  cents  per  hundredweight  at  the  producer 
level  and  a  reduction  of  one  cent  per  quart  at  retail.     In  Vermont,   the  State  M-ilk 
Control  Board  ordered  a  reduction  of  one  cent  per  quart  in  wholesale  and  retail 
prices  in  fifty- four  towns  and  cities  throughout  the  State*    producer  prices  con- 
tinue to  be  based  on  the  Boston  blend  price  for  the  same  month  plus  twenty-five  cents 
per  hundredweight.     The  Vermont  Milk  Control  Board  also  issued  for  the  first  time  a 
schedule  of  minimum  wholesale  and  retail  prices  for  Coffee  Cereal  Special  having  a 
butterfat • content  of  12  percent.     No  price  changes  were  reported  from  either 
Rhode  Island  or  Connecticut,    The  Federal  Market.  Administrator  for  Boston  and

Lowell-Lawrence,  writing  in  the  Lowell-Lawrence  Review,  indicated  a  strong  possi- 
bility that  a  further  reduction  of -22  cents  per  hundredweight  might  occur  in  the 
Class  I  price  in  the  Boston  and  Lowell-Lawrence  markets  on  February  1  under  the 
Boston  formula.

The  Albany,  N,  Y. , 
market  reported  a  retail  price  reduction  of  one  cent- per  quart.     In  the  Philadelphia 
market,  the  Federal  market  administrator  announced  a  reduction  of  40  cents  per 
hundredweight  from  $6.30  to  $5.90  for  milk  of  4  percent  butterfat  content  f.o.b. 
Philadelphia  for  January.    Retail  prices  in  the  market  declined  one  cent  per  quart. 
The  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission  issued  a  series  of  orders,  effective  January  1, 
which  provided  similar  price  reductions  in  several  other  marketing  areas  in  the 
State.

change  was  reported  in  the  producer  price.     The  Pennsylvania  Milk  Comnission 
announced  that  public  hearings  would  be  held  in  the  Pittsburgh  and  Johns  to wn-Altoona 
areas  later  this  month.     In  New  Jersey,  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Milk  Industry 
in  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  formerly  the  Director  of  Milk  Control  for 
New  Jersey,  announced  a  suspension,  effective  January  1,  1949,-  of  all  minimum  whole- 
sale and  retail  milk  prices  in  the  State  except  for  minimum  producer  prices. 
Unofficial  reports  indicate  that  retail  milk  prices  in  several  large  northern 
New  Jersey  markets  declined  one.  cent  per  quart  around  the  first  of  the  month.  On 
January  5  it  was  announced  that  the  minimum  producer  price  for  Class  I  milk  would  be 
reduced  46  cents  per.  hundredweight,  effective  January  20.

1937-46  average  of  8,103  million  pounds  for  the  month0    Eor  the  year  1948  the  pre- 
liminary estimate  of  total  milk  production  was  116., 3  billion  pounds.     This  was  less 
than  total  milk  production  on  farms  for  any  year  since  1941,  but  2  percent  greater 
than  the  10-year  average  of  113.5  billion  pounds0 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  amended  the  Cleveland,  Ohio  milk  order  to 
provide  a  minimum  Class  I  price,  except  for  Class  I  milk  for  cream,  of  not  less 
than  $4*80  per  hundredweight  for  January  and  February  1949  and  not  less  than  $4.58 
during  March,     The  Columbus,  Ohio  order  has  been  amended  to  provide  a  minimum 
Class  I  price  of  $4,65  per  hundredweight  in  January,    Prices  in  both  markets  are 
for  milk  of  3.5  percent  butterfat  content.

FLUID   MILK    PRICES    I  N   CITY  MARKETS 
FOR  FEBRUARY  1949 

Reported  changes  in  fluid  milk  prices  at  producer  and  retail  levels  early  in 
February,  compared  with  a  month  earlier  ,  were  largely  confined  to  northern  and 
northeastern  parts  of  the  country,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported 
today.    All  price  changers  reported  to  the  Bureau  were  reductions,,    Producer  price 
reductions  were  more  numerous  than  retail  price  reductions,    Ho  price  changes  were 
reported  from  the  East  and  West  South  Central  areas  and  from  the  Pacific  Coast, 
and  only  one  price  change  each  was  reported  from  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  Moun- 
tain areas.     Wholesale  "butter  prices  fluctuated  within  a  narrow  range  during  the 
first  half  of  the  month,?     Spot  prices  showed  little  ^reaction  to  the  announcement 
of  the  butter  fat  price  'support  program.     Wholesale  cheese  prices  declined  slightly 
during  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  monthc     Total  milk  production  on  farms  during 
January  was  4  percent  above  January  1948  and  the  10-year  January  average*  Milk 
production  per  cow  was  highest  of  record  for  January,, 


Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  major  cities  early  in 
February  averaged  21«0  cents  per  quart,  two-tenths  of  a  cent  lower  than  in  January 
but  one-half  oent  higher  than  in  February  1948,    The  decline  in  this  average  price 
reflects  lower  producer  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  large  city  markets  lo- 
cated chiefly  in  the  North  Central  and  Northeastern  parts  of  the  country.  Nearly 
one  market  in  every  six  reporting  indicated  a  reduction  in  the  retail  price* 
The  decline  of  two-tenths  cent  per  quart  in  the  average  price  for  retail  delivered 
milk  in  24  large  cities  early  in  February  is  the  third  consecutive  decline  of  this 
amount  in  this  average  price.     The  average  price  for  home-delivered  milk  in  this 
group  of  cities  was  at  an  all-time  peak  of  21,6  cents  per  quart  in  September, 
October,  and  November  of  1948,    The  cumulative  decline  since  November  is-  six-tenths 
of  a  cent  per  quart,, 

At  $5.06  per  hundredweight ,  the  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  .  . 
milk  of  3,5  percent  butterfat  content  early  in. February  was  10  cents  per  hundred- 
weight below  the  revised  January  average  and  4  cents  per  hundredweight  below  the 
average  for  February  1948,     This  is  the  first  time  since  December  1940  that  the 
milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  any  month  has  failed  to  exceed  the  average 
price  for  the  same  month  a  year  earlierc    Price  changes  in  relation  to  a  month 
ago  and  a  year  ago  were  sharply  different  among  the  various  geographic  divisions. 
All  division showed  either  lower  prices  or  unchanged  prices  in  comparison  with 
January  1949,  with  the  largest  declines  in  the  New  England  and  West  North  Central 
areas..     In  six  of  the  nine  geographic  divisions,  milk  dealers'  buying  prices  in 
February  were  still  above  those  in  effect  in  February  1948,  ranging  from  35  cents 
per  hundredweight  greater  in  the  West  South  Central  division  to  10  cents  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic  divisions,    But  dealers'  buying  prices  in  the  West  North  Central 
division  were  64  cents  per  hundredweight  below  a  year  ago,  30  cents  per  hundred- 
weight below  a  year  ago  in  the  East  North  Central  division  and  16  cents  per 
hundredweight  below  a  year  ago  in  the  East  South  Central  division.     The  milk 
dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  in  about  125  cities  reached  an 
all-time  peak  of  $5,32  per  hundredweight  in  September  1948  and  has  declined  26 
cents  per  hundredweight  since  then0

In  the  Hew  England  area,  the  Class  I  price  declined  22  cents  per  hundredweight  on 
February  1  in  the  Boston,  'Lowell-Lawrence  and  Fall  River  market s 'under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  federal  orders  operating  in  those  markets.    Class  I  prices  in  many 
of  the  secondary  markets  in  the  Boston  milk  shed  declined  simultaneously  "by  an 
equivalent  amount  and  retail  milk  prices  in  several  markets  declined  one— half  cont 
per  quart.     Complete  information  has  not  yet  "been  received  as  to  what  action  was 
taken  by  the  Maine  Milk  Control  Board  following  the  statewide  public  hearing  held 
at  Augusta  on  February  7.    A  report  has  been  received  indicating  a  decline  of  22 
cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  official  minimum  Class  I  price  and  one-half  cent 
per  quart  in  wholesale  and  retail  prices  in  the  Portland  market.

FLUID   MILK    PRICES    IN    CITY  MARKETS 
POP.  MAECH  1949 

Plaid  milk  prices  continued  to  decline  at  retail  and  producer  levels  early  in 
March,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported  today.    All  price  changes 
reported  were  reductions.     As  has  been  the  case  during  recent  months,  producer  and 
retail  price  .reductions  were  more  numerous  in  the.  Worth  Central  States  than  in 
other  areas.     Several  price  reductions  were  also  reported  from  the  Wew  England  and 
Past  South  Central  areas  and  a  few  from  the  South  Atlantic  and  West  South  Central 
areas.     Hone  were  reported  to  the  Bureau  effective  by  or  before  March  10  from  the 
Middle  Atlantic,  Mountain,  or  Pacific  Coast  areas,     Wholesale  butter  prices  declined 
somewhat  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  March  and  prices  of  top  grades  approached 
the  support  level.     Cheese  prices  in  wholesale  markets  also  declined  slightly  early 
in  the  month.     Wholesale  prices  for  evaporated  milk  continued  barely  steady.  Bulk 
wholesale  cream  markets  were  somewhat  irregular  with  no  marked  changes  during  the 
first  half  of  the  month. 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  cities  early  in 
March  averaged  20.6  cents  per  quart,  four-tenths  of  a  cent  per  quart  lower  than  in 
February  and  the  same  as  in  March  1948.     The  decline  in  this  average  price  reflects 
reductions  in  or ices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  paid  to  milk  producers  by  distributors 
in  large  city  markets.    The  decline  'of  four-tenths  cent  per  quart  in  this,  average 
price  is  the  fourth  consecutive  decline  since  December  and  is  the  la.rgest  month— to- 
month  decline  since  February  1947  3    More  significant,  perhaps,  is  the  fact  that  the 
twenty-five  city  average,  retail  price  for  Marches  not  higher  than  the  average  price, 
for  the  same  month  a  year  ago  for  the  first  time  since'  February  1941  if  we  except 
the  period  of  maximum  price  control  from  August  1944  through  April  1946  during  whicl" 
this  average  price  remained  constant.     The  twenty-five  city  average  retail  price 
for- March  is  one  cent  per  quart  below  the  record  price  to  date  of  21.6  cents  per 
quart  reached  in  September,  October,  and  November  1948.    Wearly  one  market  in 
every  four  reporting  indicated  a  reduction  in  the  retail  price  from  February  to 
March.     Only  a  few  .price-  reductions  wer,e  reported  from  the  eastern  and  southeastern 
parts  of  the  country  and  none  from  the  Mountain  and  Pacific  Coast  areas. 

At  $4.90  per  hundredweight,  the  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for 
Class  I  milk  of  3.5  butt  erf at  content  early  in  March  was  14  cents  per  hundredweight 
below  the  revised  average  price  for  February  and  19  cents  per  hundredweight  below 
the  average  price  in  March  1948..   This  is  the  second  consecutive  month  in  which 
the  average  milk  dealer s1  buying  price  has' been  below  that  of  the  same  month  a 
year  earlier.     The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  early  in  March  was  42  cents 
per  himdredweight  below  the  record  price  to  date  of  $5.32  per  hundredweight  reached 
in  September  1948.    As  was  the  case  in  February,  producer  price  changes  in  relation 
to  a  month  p. go  and  a  year  ago  differed  sharply  among  the  different  geographic 
divisions.     March  prices  were  lower  than  February  prices  in  all  divisions  except 
the  Middle  Atlantic  and  Pacific.    The  declines  ranged  from  6  cents  per  hundred- 
weight in  the  Mountain  Division  to  36  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Bast  South 
Central  Division.    Price  changes  in  relation  to  a  year  ago  showed  more  marked

differences.     in  this  comparison,  average  prices  in  the  East  and  West  North  Central 
Divisions  and  in  the  East  South  Central  Division  were  sharply  lower  than  in 
March  1943.     The  declines  ranged  from  40  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  South 
Central  Division  to  70  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  North  Central  Division. 
In  all  of  the  other  six  geographic  divisions  average  prices  reported  early  in 
March  were  above  those  reported  for  March  1948.     The  increases  ranged  from  6  cents 
per  hundredweight  in  the  West  South  Central  Division  to  23  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  the  Mountain  Division.  . 

The  supply  of  milk  available  from  regularly  approved  producers  in  thirty 
milk  marketing  areas  under  Federal  Orders  during  January  1949  was  substantially 
larger  than  in  the  same  month  a  year  ago,  according  to  reports  of  the  Market 
Administrators.    Daily  deliveries  of  milk  to  these  markets  during  January  increased 
6.4  percent  from  December  and  wore  15.6  percent  greater  than  in  January  1948. 
Increases  in  milk  deliveries  compared  with  January  1948  were  well  distributed 
among  these  markets  and  ranged  from  4.5  percent  in  Fall  River,  Mass.  to  36  percent

Retail  and  producer  price  changes  occurred  in  Maine,  Vermont,  Rhode  Island, 
and  Connecticut,  late  in  February  or  early  in  March.     The  Portland,  Maine  market 
reported  a  reduction  of  one-half  cent  per  quart  at  retail  and  22  cents  per 
hundredweight  at  the  producer  level  effective  February  16.     On  March  1  all 
controlled  arcrs  in  Vermont  underwent  a  reduction  of  one  cent  per  quart  at  retail. 
Producer  prices  continue  in  formula  relationship  to  blond  prices  in  the  3oston 
market.     On  March  1,  also,  producer  prices  for  Class  I  milk  were  reduced  46  cents 
per  hundredweight  in  Connecticut  by  order  of  the  State  Milk  Administrator.  Retail 
prices  declined  one  cent  per  quart.     In  Rhode  Island,  the  State  Milk  Control  3o^rd 
reduced  producer  prices  22  cents  per  hundredweight  and  retail  prices  one-half 
cent  per  quart .

and  Paduca,  Ky.  ,  markets.     In  the  ¥cst  South  Central  area  the  Little  Book,  Ark.,  market  reported 
a  reduction  of  three  cents  per  Quart  at  retail,  and  the  Dallas,  Texas  market  reported  a 
reduction  of  one  and  one-half  cents  per  quart. 

Total  milk  production  in  February  on  United  States  farms  was"  estimated  at  8,276  million 
pounds.    Daily  production  during  the  month  was  5  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Tho 
number  of  milk  cows  on  farms  in  February  was  less  than  at  any  time  since  January  1931,  but 
milk  production  per  cow  was  at  a  record  high  rate  for  the  month.    Daily  per  capita  milk  produc- 
tion in  February  averaged  2.00  pounds  compared  with  1.92  pounds  a  yoar  ago  and  tho  1938-47 
February  average  of  2,10  pounds.    Of  the  23  States  for  which  monthly  ostimatas  of  milk  production 
are  availalbo,  14  rcportod  the  highest  February  average  production  per  cow  on  record  and  4 
(New  Jorsoy,  Ponnsylvania,  Virginia,  and  North  Carolina)  the  highest  total  production  on 
rocord. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on  March  14  a  decision  to  revise,  the  classification 
in  the  New  York  market  of  milk  in  excess  of  market  requirements  for  fluid  milk  and  cream.  The 
decision  must  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  milk  producers  supplying  the  New  York  area  before 
it  can  become  effective.    Under  the  proposed  revision,  eight  separate  classes  of  milk  would  be 
combined  into  one  class  to  which  one  price  would  apply,  except,  for  milk  used  for  butter  and 
cheese.     The  decision  was  made  necessary  by  (a)  recent  opening  of  the  Now  York  City  market  to 
cream  for  ice  cream  from  sources  not  directly  under  New  York  City  Health  Board  supervision,  (b) 
loss  in  recent  years  of  markets  for  cream  outside  the  marketing  area,  and  (c)  prospects  for  a 
larger  volume  of  milk  during  the  approaching  flush  production  season  than  in  recent  years. 

Public  hearings  were  scheduled  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  March  16  in 
Boston,  Mass.,  and  on  March  23  in  Louisville,  Ky.    The  hearing  in  3oston  was  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  proposed  changes  in  the  basis  for  pricing  Class  II  milk  in  the  Boston,  Lowell- 
Lawrence  and  Fall  River  marketing  .areas.    The  proposed  changes  would  lower  the  Class  II  price  and 
a?,so  the  price  of  Class  I  milk  sold  outside  of  theso  marketing  areas  in  competition  with  milk 
supplies  from  the  New  York  City  market.    Tho  hearing  in  Louisville,  Ky. ,  will  consider  measures 
to  prevent  major  contraseasonal  price  movements,  a  review  of  the  level  of  Class  I  and  Cl^ss  II 
prices  and  the  fall  production  premium  payment  plan. 

Hearings  were  held  in  Omaha,  Nebr.,  on  March  3,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on^ March  9,  and  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio  on  March  15.    The  chief  proposal  considered  at  the  Omaha  hearing  was  for  an 
increase  of  approximately  25  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Class  I  and  Class  II  prico  differ- 
entials to  encourage  an  increase  in  the  supply  of  milk  for  the  market.    Tho  Philadelphia 
hearing  was  concerned  mainly  with  Class  II  pricing  provisions  and  preference  to  regular 
producers  in  classification  of  milk  during  July,  August,  and  September.    The  Cleveland  hearing 
was  to  consider  proposals  to  reduce  the  price  of  milk  used  for  cream,  to  reduce  the  Class  II 
price,  and  the  price  of  Class  III  buttcrfat,  and  also  the  price  of  skim  milk  used  for  condensed 
skim  milk.    The  New  York  Milkshed  Price  Committee  transmittod  its  report  late  in  February  to 
the  New  York  Milk  Market  Administrator.

In.  early  April  fluid  milk  prices  at  retail  and.  producer  levels  declined  more 
than  usual  from  .Maich^  'confcinaing'  the  general  trend  of  recent  months,  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  reported  today.     Retail  price  declines  took  place  in  ah out 
half  of  some  110  markets  reported,  mostly  ah  out  1  cent  per  quart,-   Redactions  in 

-dealers1'  paying  prices  for  Class  I  milk  were  likewise  rather  general,  with  the 
average  drop  from  March  to  early  April  of  23  cents  per  100  pounds  for  3e5  percent 
milk.    Producer  deliveries  of  milk  to  most  fluid  markets  were  ahove  a  year  ago  and 

:milk  supplies  were  generally  ample*  .  Wholesale  hatter  prices  .were  at  support  levels 
after  only  a  slight  decline  since  mid-March.     Wholesale  prices  of  evaporated  milk 
dropped  25  cents  per  case  since  mid-March,  hut  cheese  prices  strengthened  slightly. 
Carlot  prices  of  nonfat  dry  milk  solids  remained  ah  out  unchanged.,  and  on  April  14 
the  Department  announced  intentions  to  support  prides  of  this  product.  Wholesale 
cream  markets  in  Boston  and  Philadelphia  have  declined  further  since  mid-March, 

Retail  prices  of  standard  grade  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  major  cities 
early  in  April  averaged  30,1  cents  per  quart ,  ah  out      cent  lower  than  in  March  this 
year ,  -the  fifth  successive  monthly  decline.

The ,  Phila"- 
delphia  Federal  Order  was  amended,  effective  April  15,  to  increase  certain  handler  allowances 
with  respect  to  Class  II  milk.

ing reductions  were  made  in  producer  prices. 

In  the  East  North  Central  area,  retail  prices  in  all  Ohio  markets  reporting  except  Canton 
and  Akron  were  1  cent  lower,  with  many  producer  prices  undetermined.    Prices  of  milk  delivered 
to  homes  in  Rock  Island  and  Springfield,  111.,  end  Detroit  and  Grand  Rapids,  Mich,  were  also 
1  cent  down.     In  early  April  Chicago  showed  no  decline,  but  on  April  15  some  dealers  announced 
a  decline  of  1  cent  per  quart. 

Declines  of  1  cent  per  quart  in  retail  milk  prices  in  St.  Louis,  Omaha,  and  Des  Moines 
wore  some  of  the  most  important  changes  occurring  in  the  West  North  Central  area  with  producer 
price  in  Des  Moines  down  50  cento  per  hundredweight  and  in  other  markets  undetermined.  At 
Clinton,  Iowa  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  April  7  recommended  increasing  the  present  70  cent 
ycar-around  price  differential  for  Class  I  milk  to  90  cents  during  January,  February,  and  March, 
and  $1.15  during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year.    Also  recommended  -was  the  deletion  of  a 
pricing  plan  under  which  deductions  ore  made  during  the  flush  months  and  added  back  during  the 
fall.    A  public  herring  was  announced  March  30  in  Duluth,  Mima,  to  consider  a  proposal  to  main- 
tain the  price  differentials  of  $1.00  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  and  60  cents  for  Class  II 
milk  now  in  effect  September  through  April  during  the  months  May  through  August  1949.  The 
Federal  Order  at  present  provides  price  differentials  of  SO  cents  for  Class  I  milk  and  35  cents 
for  Class  II  milk  during  the  summer  months. 


Declines  in  retail  prices  were  sharp  in  the  East  South  Control  area, 
homes  were  down  2  cents  per  quart  in  Knoxvillc,  Birmingham,  and  Mobile  and

ington ond  Louisville,  Ky.    A  hearing  was  announced  by  the  Department  for  April  13  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.  to  consider  a  proposal  that  would  assure  milk  producers  minimum  price  levels  of  $5.00 
per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk  .and  $4.50  per  hundredweight  for  Class  II  milk.    Other  pro- 
posals to  be  considered  related  largely  to  the  reclassification  of  milk  for  certain  uses  and  to 
provide  a  special  price  for  Class  I  milk  sold  outside  of  the  marketing  area. 

In  the  West  South  Central  area,  milk  producers  in  the  New  Orleans,  La.,  milk  marketing  area 
have  been  assured  olHa  minimum  price  of  $5.56  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk  during  the  months 
April  through  August  1949  by  .on  amendment  to  the  Federal  Order  issued  March  29.    This  minimum 
price  represents  a  drop  of  13  cents  per  hundredweight  from  the  floor  price  of  $5.69,  which 
expired  Febru3ry  28.    The  new  minimum  price  is  about  44  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  than  the 
price  actually  paid  to  producers  through  March  .15  when  handlers  were  paying  a  premium  that 
brought  the  wholesale  price  of  Class  I  milk  to  $6.00  per  hundredweight.'    This  amendment  was  i.iado 
as  an  emergency  measure  to  apply  during  the  period  in  which  a  possible  new  pricing  formula  is 
being  studied. 

In  the  Pacific  States,  Bremerton  and  Seattle,  Wash.,  showed  1  cent  declines  in  retail 
prices.    Following  a  series  of  public  hearings,  the  California  Bureau  of  Milk  Control  recently 
announced  reductions  in  minimum  producer  and  retail  prices  for  Classes  I  .and  II  fluid  milk  of

April  16.     Similar  changes  in  minimum  producer  and  resale  prices  in  Southern  California  areas 
were  made  effective  April  1,    'Current  price  in  Los  Angeles,  Son  Diego,  and  Santa  Barbara  are 
shown  in  the  tables. 

Milk  production  on  all  United  St<ates  farms  in  March  totaled  9,558  million  pounds,  about 
4  percent  more  than  in  March  1948,    Production  this  year  was  greater  than  March  of  any  of  the 
prewor  years,  1925  to  1941,  but  was  below  that  for  the  month  in  the  1942-47  period  when  larger 
numbers  of  milk  cows  were  on  forms.    Production  per  cow  was  the  greatest  for  March  on  record. 
Generally  mild  weather  in  important  Northern  and  Eastern  dairy  sections, . early  pastures  in  the 
South,  continued  heavy  feeding  of  grains  and  other • concentrates,  a  high  percentage  of  cows  in 
milk,  and  the  effects  of  close  culling  all  contributed  to  the  record  ro,te  per  cow.    Of  the  23 
States  for  which  monthly  estimates  of  milk  production  are  available,  production  was  the  highest 
on  record  for  Marph  in  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and 
Tennessee.    Production  was  .above  average  in  Wisconsin,  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  four  ether  States, 
but  was  below  average  in  ten  States  including  Illinois,  Minnesota,  ond  Iowa.    For  the  United 
States  as  a  whole,  daily  production  per  capita  in  Morel:  was  2008  pounds,  slightly  above  the 
2.03  pounds  for  March  last  yeoj.',  but  lower  than  for  .any  other  March  since  1937.

FOR  MY  1949 

.Fluid  milk. prices  at  retail  and  producer  levels  continued  to'  decline  in  early 
May,  the' Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported  today.    Retail  price  reductions 
occurred  in  at out  one  in  every  five  markets  reporting.     Several  of  these  markets, 
located  chiefly  in  the  East  North  Central  States,  reported  the  second  successive 
reduction  of  one  cent  per  quart  in  retail  milk  prices  since  March,    No  price 
reductions  were  reported  from  the  New  England  or  East  South  Central  areas.  Nearly 
half  of  all  the  reported  retail  price  reductions  occurred  in  the  East  North  Central 
area.    Reported  reductions  in  producer  prices  occurred  in  about  one  in  every  six 
markets  reporting,  "but  prices  to  producers  for  May  milk  are  as  yet  undetermined  in 
several  markets.    Receipts  of  milk  from  regularly  approved  producers  in  thirty 
milk  marketing  areas  .under  Federal  Orders  during  March  were  16.4  percent  greater 
than  in  March  1948  and  were  11.8  percent  greater  than  in  February  1949, 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  23  cities  early  in  May 
averaged  20.0  cents  per  quart,  two-tenths  of  a  cent  less  than  the  April  average  in 
the  same  cities.     This  is  one-half  cent  per  quart  lower  than  in  May  a  year  ago, 
the  second  time  in  eight  years'  that  the  average  retail  price  in  these  markets  has 
been  lower  than  in  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.    The  May  average  price  was  one 
and  six-tenths  cents  per  quart  below  the  record  high  price  of  21.6  cents  per  quart 
reached  in  the  fall  of  1948  and  is  the  lowest  for  any  month  since  December  1947. 
No  price  increases  were  reported  from  any  .market. 

The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3.5  percent  butter- 
fat  content  early  in  May  was  $4.58  per  hundredweight,  9  cents  below  the  revised 
average  price  for  April  and  45  cents  per  hundredweight  below  the  average  price  in 
May  1948,    The  milk  dealers'  average ' buying  price  ;was  lower  than  that  of  the  same 
month  a  year  ago  for  the  fourth  consecutive  month,  and  the  lowest  since  August  1947. 
Reductions  in  the  average  buying  price  from  April  ranged  from  twenty-three  cents 
per  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  Coast  area  to  two  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the 
New  England  and  West  South  Central  areas.     In  the  East  North  Central  area,  where 
reported  reductions  in  producer  prices  were  most  frequent,  the  average  dealers' 
buying  price  declined  18  cents  per  hundredweight  from  the  April  level.     In  the 
Middle  Atlantic  and  East  South  Central  areas,  the  May  average  buying  price  was 
the  same  as  the  average  for  April.     In  all  areas  except  the  Mountain  area,  xorices 
received  by  producers  were'  lower  than  a  year  ago.    The.  declines  ranged  from  nine 
cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  South  Atlantic  area  to  96  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  the  East  North  Central  area,  and  87  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  North 
Central  area.    Milk  dealers  in  city  markets  in  the  Mountain  area  reported  an 
averag/5  buying  price  early  in'' May, '.34  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than  a  year 
ago. 

No  price  changes  were  reported  from  the  New  England  area.     In  the  Middle 
Atlantic  area,  the  Schenectady,  N.  Y. ,  market  reported  a  reduction  of  one  cent  per 
quart  in  the  retail  price  effective  May  1.     The  producer  price  was  not  reported. 

In  the  East  North  Central  area,  eleven  markets  reported  a  reduction  of  one 
cent  per  quart  in  the  retail  price  and  one  market  reported  a  reduction  of  two  cents 
per  quart.     In  four  of  these  markets  —  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Columbus,  and 
Dayton  —  the,  reductions  in  May  followed  similar  one  cent  price  reductions  in  April. 
The  important  Chicago  market  reported  a  reduction  of  one  cent  per  quart  at  retail 
on  April  15,    The  Class  I  -price  for  May  is  40  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  than

declined  35  cents  per  hundred-weight  and  in  the  Winston- Salem  market,  30  cents  per 
hundredweight.    The  Charleston,  S.  C. ,  market  reported  a  retail  price  reduction 
of  two  cents  per  quart  and  a  reduction  of  46  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  pro- 
ducer price. 

In  the  West  South  Central  area5  the  Oklahoma  City  market  reported  a  retail 
price  reduction  of  one  cent  per  quart  on  April  18  and  a  producer  price  redaction 
of  45  cents  per  hundredweight.    The  only  price  change  reported  from  the  Mountain 
area  was  a  reduction  of  18  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  producer  price  in  the 
Phoenix,  Ariz.,  market. 

From  the  Pacific  Coast  area,  the  Bremerton  and  Seattle,  Wash,  markets  report- 
ed one  cent  per  quart  reductions  in  retail  prices.     The  producer  price  dropped 
thirty-six  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Seattle  area.    One  cent  per  quart  reduc- 
tions in  retail  prices  and  similar  reductions  in  producer  prices  were  ordered  by 
the  California  Bureau  of  Milk  Control  in.  the  San  Francisco,  Sacramento ;  and  Fresno 
marketing  areas. 

Milk  production  in  April  on  United  States  farms  was  estimated  at  10.2  billion 
pounds  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    This  was  3g>  percent  greater  than  the  9.9 
billion  pounds  produced  in  April  last  year  and  nearly  3  percent  above  the  1938-47 
average  for  the  month.    Per  capita  daily  production  of  milk  in  April  averaged  2.3  , 
pounds,  slightly  above  the  figure  of  2.26  pounds  for  April  1948  but  otherwise  the 
lowest  for  the  month  since  1937.  ••  ." 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  recommended  that  a  Federal 
Order  be  issued  to  regulate  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Lima,  Ohio,  marketing  area. 
This  action  has  been  requested  by  milk  producers  supplying  the  Lima  markete  Under 
the  proposed  order,  two  milk  classes  would  be  established.    Class  I  would  consist 
chiefly  of  milk  used  as.  fluid  milk,  fluid  milk  drinks,  and  fluid  cream.     Class  II 
would  include  milk  used  in  making  manufactured  ..dairy  productso    The  order  would 
provide  for  a  market-wide  pool.    The  Department  has  .amended  the  Duluth-Superio.r 
Federal  Order  to  maintain  the  Class  I  and  Class  II  price  differentials  during  the 
May-August  1949  period  at  the  same  level  as  those  in  effect  during  the  other  eight

FOR  JUNE  1949 

'  -'Fliiid  milk  prices  at  retail  and  producer  levels  early  in  June  were  largely 
unchanged  from  the  levels  reached  a  month  ago,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econ- 
omics reported  today.    Retail  price  reductions  occurred  in  only  two  percent 
of  all  the. reporting  market s  while  producer  price  reductions  occurred  in  five 
percent  of  the  reporting  markets.    One  market  -  Chicago,  111.  -  reported  a 
one  cent  per  quart  price  increase  following  negotiation  of  a  new  xi/age  contract, 
"but  -no  increases  were  reported  in  producer  prices.    ^Receipts  of  milk  from 
regularly  approved  producers  in  thirty  marketing  areas  under  Federal  Orders 
during  April  were  15,5  percent  greater  than  in  April  1948  and  were  11.5  percent 
greater  than  in  March  of  this  year.    Daily  fluid  sales  in  the-  same  markets  were 
up  1.6  percent  from  April  a  year  ago. 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  cities  early  in 
June  averaged  19.9  cents  per : quart,  unchanged  from  the  level  of  a  month  ago. 
This  average  price  is  six-tenths  of  a  cent  per  quart  lower  than  in  June  last 
year.    It  is  also  one  and  seven-tenths  cents  per  quart  "below  the. record  high 
price  of  21,;6  cents  per;  quart  reached  in  the  fall  of  1948  and  is .  the  .'lowest- 
average  price  for  this  group  of  cities  since  October  1947. 

The  milk  dealers'  average  "buying  -price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3.5  percent 
"butter fat'  content  early  in  June  was  $4.56  per  hundredweight,  only  two  cents  per 
hundredweight  below  the  average  price  for  May  and  48  cents  per  hundredweight , 
below  the  average  price  in  June  1948.    The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price 
was  lower  than  that  of  the  same  month  a  year  ago  for  the  fifth  consecutive 
month  and  the  lowest,  since  August  1947.    Reductipns.  in  the  average  milk  dealers' 
buying  price  from  May  ranged  from  zero  in  four  of  the  nine  geographic  divisions 
to  six  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  North  Central  division.  Reductions 
in  the  average  prices  in  the  different  geographic  divisions  early  in  June  from 
the  levels  reached  in  January  of  this  year  varied  from  18  cents  per  hundred- 
weight for  the  Mountain  area  to. 87 . cents  per .hundredweight  for  the  East  North 
Central  area.    The  New  England,  Middle  Atlantic,  West  North  Central,  and 
East  South  Central  divisions  early  in  June  all  show  reductions  in  excess  of 
60  cents  per  hundredweight  from  the  average  prices1 of  early  January  this  year. 
The  reductions  for  the  same  period  were  52  cents  per.  hundredweight  for  the 
West  South  Central  division,  46  cents  per' hundredweight  for  the  Pacific  division, 
and  34  cents  per  hundredweight  for  the  South  Atlantic  division.    In  relation 
to  a  year  ago  early  June  average  prices  were  lowest  in  the  East  and  West  North 
Central  divisions  and  highest  in  the  Mountain  division.  .  This  division  was  the 
only  one  showing  a  higher  average  price  in  June  this  year  than  in  June  last 
year. 

No  Class  I  price  changes  were  rep'orted  from  the  New  England  area  except 
from  Vermont  where  producer  prices' in  several  markets  vary  in  a  fixed  relation- 
ship with  the  blended  price  in  the  Boston  marketing  area.    No  retail  price 
changes  were  reported  from  Vermont,     In  the  East  North  Central  area,  the  Detroit 
market  reported  a  reduction  of  one  cent  per  quart  in  the  retail  price  and  a 
reduction  of  37  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Class  I  price,,    The  Detroit

Class  I  price  at  $4,38  per  hundredweight  is  now  73  cents  per  hundredweight  less 
than  the  January  price  of  $5,16  and  retail  prices  in  the  market  axe  two  cents  per 
quart  less  than  in  January,    Producer  and  retail  prices  declined  in  the  Lansing, 
Mich,,  market.    The  producer  price  declined  30  cents  per  hundredweight  from  the 
May  level  and  the  retail  price  one  cent  per  quart.    The  Battle  Creek  market 
reported  a  reduction  of  40  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  producer  price  but, 
as  yet,  no  change  in  retail  prices.

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on  June  10  its  decision 
to  issue  a  Federal  Order  to  regulate  the  handling  of  milk  in  tho  lima,  Ohio  market- 
ing area.    Before  the  order  can  he  issued  it  must  "be  approved  "by  a  two-thirds  vote 
in  a  referendum  of  the  dairy  farmers  affected  "by  the  order.    The  recommended  order 
would  classify  milk  in  two  classes.     Class  I  would  consist  chiefly  of  milk  used 
as  fluid  milk,  fluid  milk  drinks,  and  fluid  cream.     Class  II  would  include  milk 
used  in  making  manufactured  dairy  products.    Minimum  prices  for  Class  I  milk 
would  he  computed  by  adding  differentials  to  the  highest  of  three  basic  or  manu- 
facturing milk  prices,    A  markot-wide  pool  would  bo  provided. 

The  Department  on  May  20  issued  a  recommended  decision  that  a  Federal  Order 
be  issued  to  regulate  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Knoxville,  Term,  market,  A 
Federal  Order  was  requested  by  milk  producers  supplying  the  Knoxville  area,  A 
final  decision  on  the  order  will  be  issued  by  tho  Department  after  consideration 
of  comments  and  criticisms  of  the  recommended  decision  by  the  milk  industry  in 
the  area.    The  order  must  then  he  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  producers  regularly 
supplying  the  Knoxville  area.    The  proposed  order  would  provide  two  classes  for 
milk,    A  market- wide  pool  is  provided  in  the  order. 

On  May  26,  the  Department  announced  that  it  was  considering  action  to  con- 
tinue for  the  last  six  months  of  1949  the  present  method  of  pricing  Class  I-A 
milk  in  the  New  York  City  marketing  area.    This  method  ties  the  New  York  Class  I-A 
price  for  3.5  percent  milk  to  the  Boston  market  Class  I  price  for  3.7  percent 
milk  minus  19  cents  per  hundredweight.    The  Department  is  also  considering  action 
to  extend  beyond  June  the  present  minimum  price  of  $5,50  per  hundredweight  for 
Class  I  milk  of  4,0  percent  hut tor fat  content  in  the  Philadelphia,  Pa,  marketing 
area. 


The  Department  increased  the  differentials  used  in  determining  the  minimum 
prices  to  he  paid  to  producers  for  Class  I  and  Class  II  milk  in  the  Omaha-Council 
Bluffs  marketing  area,  effective  July  1.    The  action  was  based  on  evidence  which

revealed  that  milk  production  in  the  area  has  fallen  rapidly  for  the  past  year  and 
a  half.    Prom  May  1947  to  January  1949,  the  number  of  milk  producers  in  tho  area 
declined  from  2,764  to  2,134,    Some  other  changes  were  also  made  in  the  order 
regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  market.    Other  actions  taken  "by  the  Depart- 
ment included  (l)  a  recommendation  that  a  supply-demand  adjustment  provision  he 
added  to  the  St,  Louis  order,  (2)  amendment  of  the  Tri-State  order  to  prevent 
major  contra- seasonal  price  movements  and  to  encourage  milk  production  at  a  level 
appropriate  to  market  demand,  and  (3)  a  recommendation  of  a  similar  nature  for 
the  Dayton-Springfield  market. 

Milk  production  during  May  on  United  States  farm's  was  estimated  at  11,888 
million  pounds  by  the  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board,    This  was  2  percent  more 
than  was  produced  in  May  1948  and  2  percent  above  the  1938-47  May  average.  Milk 
production  per  cow  continued  at  a  record  high  rate.    Per  capita  daily  production 
of  milk  in  May  averaged  2,59  pounds,  slightly  above  the  2,58  pounds  for  May  1948 
but  substantially  lower  than  the  May  average  of  2,77  pounds,    J'arm  pastures  on 
June  1  were  among  the  best  of  recent  years  and  were  furnishing  an  abundance  of 
green  feed.    The  condition  of  pastures  averaged  88  percent  of  normal,  six  points 
higher  than  a  year  ago  and  only  one  point  below  the  quarter  century  high  of  89 
percent  established  on  June  1,  1944e 
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Sales  of  Milk  and  Cream  and  Receipts  from  Producers  ■ 
in  Cor t ain  Marketing  Areas  Under  Federal  Orders 

This  issue  of  the  Fluid  Milk  price  Report  contains  for  the  first 
time  a  comparative  summary  of  the  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk,  fluid  skim 
milk  items  and  butterfat  in  fluid  cream  in  certain  marketing  areas  under 
Federal  Orders.    Also  shown  are  the  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers. 
The  data  in  this  issue  are  for  the  month  of  April  in  1948  and  1949.  The 
series  will  "be  continued  in  future  issues.    There  is  a  45-day  lag  'between 
the  end  of  the  month  covered  in  the  current  year  and  the  issuance  of  the 
summary.    All  current  year  data  are  preliminary  and  subject  to  revision. 

The  addition  of  these  sales  data  to  this  report  was  made  possible 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Dairy  Branch  of  Production  and  Marketing 
Administration  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  with  the  aid  of 
Research  and  Marketing  Act  funds  for  the  developmental  work  involved  in 
setting  up  the  summaries.     The  sales  reports  originated  in  the  offices 
of  the  various  Federal  milk  market  administrators  and  the  resulting  data 
were  compiled  by  the  Division  of  Research  and  Analysis  of  the  Dairy 
Branch  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration  in  Washington,  D*C. 

The  data  have  been  set  up  on  a  daily  basis  for  purposes  of  compari- 
son and  show  a  given  month  in  the  current  year,  the  same  month  a  year 
ago,  and  the  percentage  changes  in  their  relationships*    The  sales 
shown  ere  sales  made  in  the  respective  marketing  areas  unless  otherwise 
noted.     Sales  of  fluid  whole  milk,  in  product  pounds,  are  sales  of  all 
whole  milk,  regardless  of  source,  sold  for  fluid  consumption  and  thus 
are  combined  sales  of  standard  whole  milk  and  the  various  premium  or 
special  grade  whole  milks.     The  skim  milk  items,  in  product  pounds, 
include  sweet  skim  milk,  buttermilk,  flavored  milk  drinks  and  any  other 
fluid  skim  milk  items  disposed  of  for  fluid  consumption.    Fluid  cream 
sales,  expressed  in  pounds  of  butterfat,  include  light,  medium,  and 
heavy  cream,  sweet  or  sour,  and  milk  and  cream  mixtures  except  where 
otherwise  noted. 

Receipts  of  milk  from  producers  cover  milk  deliveries  from  producers 
as  defined  in  the  Federal  Order  applicable  in  each  market  and  do  not 
include  milk  received  from  emergency  or  other  non-producer  sources. 
Receipts  of  milk  from  producer-handlers  are  included  where  the  volume  is 
appreciable. 

It  is  believed  that  these  summaries  will  present  a  more  completo 
indication  than  has  been  previously  available  of  the  course  of  fluid 
milk  and  cream  sales  and  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  these  im- 
portant fluid  markets.    Comments  as  to  the  usefulness  of  these  data  and 
suggestions  for  improvement  are  invited. 
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
